PLANS ANNOUNCED 


Many Valuable Prizes Of- 
fered for Best Agricultural 
and Horticultural Exhibits 
at Lakewood. 


The scope and the plan of the first 
exhibitions of the Southeastern fair 
when the 
executive council of the fair associa- 
tion learned that the two large build- 
ings now under construction would be 
in readiness for the opening day, No- 
vember 16. The agricultural and hor- 
ticultural exhibit, which will include 
every product of these classes raised in 
the south, will be under the direction 
of The Southern Ruralfst. 

The other departments, which are 
likewise to be permanent features of 
the fair, will be the state-wide corn 
show which hias been taken over by 
the fair association and the live stock 
exhibition, which will this year be rep- 
resented through the Hereford Cattle 
association and other stock organiza- 
tions and exhibitors. 

These exhibits will be housed in the 
two concrete structures, which will 
each afford an acre of space. The in- 
dividual prizes, which will total sev- 
eral thousand dollars, will not only be 
liberal, but will in every instance be 
larger than those generally offered at 
state fairs. 

Many Prizes Offered. 
agricultural and horticultural 
exhibitions will be divided into three 
classes, farm products, domestic prod- 
ucts and collective exhibits. There is no 
farm product orarticle of domestic pro- 
duction which these classes do not con- 
tain. The collective exhibits will con- 
tain displays of agricultural products 
by clubs or organizations, farm or in- 
dustrial products made by any public 
school, collections of vegetables from 
school gardens and exhibits of market 
products by co-operative marketing 
associations. 

These classes will be open to entry 
by subscribers of The Southern Ru- 
ralist and whoever else may desire 
to furnish exhibits. The premiums, 
which will total $1,000, will be given 
in individual awards of gold currency, 
The Southern Ruralist, in offering 
these large prizes, has no other inter- 
est than the prosperity of the large 
agricultural communities of the coun- 
try east of the Mississippi and south 
of the Potomac rivers.

ONDAY MORNING 


With Appropriation Bill 
. Passed, Members of “Dry” 
Wing Feel Time Is Ripe 
for Action on Temperance 
Measire.

It must be read one 
time in the senate on Monday, one 
time on Tuesday and then come up 
for the third reading and final action 
on Wednesday morning. 

When the appropriations bill reaches 
the senate it is expected that there will 
be another hard fight on the cuts made 
in the bill in the house. There is a 
split in the senate, similar to that in 
the house. One wing of the senate will 
put up a fight in support of the tactics 
of the prohibitionists in wholesale 
slashing of appropriations made to edu- 
cational institutions. The other faction 
of the senate will attempt to undo all 
that the slashing wing of the house 
has done and support the bill as orige- 
inally recommended to the house from 
the appropriations committee.

During the Pan-American conference 
on Mexican affairs here there was con- 
siderable discussion of the question of 
financing any government which might 
be set up in Mexico, either through a 
conference of the faction leaders or 
by direct action of the Pan-American 
concert.

Situation More Encouraging. 
Two developments of first importance 
today brought the Mexican situation 
into a position regarded by American 
officials aS more encouraging than for 
many months. 

Genar lCarranza, in a brief filed in 
his behalf with Secretary Lansing, vir- 
tually asking recognition, receded 
from his refusal to join his adversaries 
in a peace conference, and proposed 
such a meeting. General Villa imme- 
diately was notified by his Washing- 
ton agents and an early response is 
expected. 

The attitude of the United States, 
outlined officially for the first time 
since the Pan-American conference, 
was called, made clear that it consid- 
ers the purposes of the Mexican revo- 
lution were accomplished when Huerta 
was deposed; that all the fighting 
since has been only over factional dif- 


ferences; that neither Carranza nor 
Villa control Mexico to an extent 
which entitles either to recognition, 


although it is admitted that both must 
be taken into consideration, and that 
the first problem to be solved is to find 
a man for provisional president who 
represents the cause of the original 
revolution against Huerta, but who is 
not necesarily identified with any war- 
ring. faction. :

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WARSAW WELCOMES 
GERMAN SOLDIERS 


According to Berlin, the 
Poles ‘Shed Tears of Joy 
When Invaders Entered. 
Munich Celebrates Victory 


Berlin, August 7.—(Via London.)— 
The German troops were welcomed to 
undamaged Warsaw as liberators, ac- 
cording to the -report of Kurt Aram, 
correspondent of The Lokal Anzeiger. 
Telegraphing under date of August 0, 
Aram places emphasis on the statement 
that the citv was not evacuated with- 
out a abriflict The forts were pro- 
tected by Darbed wire, trenches, pit- 
falls and mines against infantry at- 
tacks. , 

The inhabitants, the correspondent 
says, filled the streets and welcomed 
the inmarching troops with every ‘sign 
of real enthusiasm and rejoicing. The 
streets were richly beflagged. The 
Polish peasants, who long had been 
restrained in the city, began leaving in 
the early morning for their farms, 
driving their live stock and conveying 
their household effects. They greeted 
the Germans with tears. 

The. Warsaw correspondent of The 
Berliner Tageblatt confirms the report 
that the German troops met with.a joy- 
ous reception. The streets, he says, 
were filled with Poles, Jews, Germans 
and Russians, who waved their hats 
joyfully to the soldiers. Many of the 
inhabitants even were standing in the 
vicinity of the castle, although an in- 
fantry battle with the Russians was 
proceeding to the east of the build- 
ing. 

The electric street cars were run- 
ning as usual, the correspondent Says, 
and almost all the shops were open. 
Very little damage had been done in 
the city proper. The earthworks about 
the forts show the German artillery 
made many fair hits. 

The correspondent at Ivangorod of 
The Lokal Anzeiger points out the oc- 
@fpation of that fortress in itself is 
less important than the fact that it 
makes possible an important increase 
of concentric pressure on the Russian 
troops in south Poland. The offensive 
of the armies of Arcnduke Joseph. Ier- 
dinand and Field Marshal von Macken- 
fen, he adds, continues in the north 
and on the yet unchanged east Galician 
front, and is likely soon to make itself 
felt. 

MUNICH CELEBRATES 


CAPTURE OF WARSAW. 

Munich, August 7.—(Via Berlin and 
London.)—A crowd of over 100,000 per- 
s0nSs, representing all classes of so- 
ciety, assembled on the historic Koe- 
nigsplatz of Munich to celebrate the 
German victory at Warsaw and Ivan- 
gorod.

remarkable, but they were over- 
by the evidences of a deep 
feeling on the part of the 
multitude. During the celebration 
aeroplanes circled in the air over the 
Koenigsplatz, and the hum of their mo- 
tors could be heard constantly above 
the sounds of thousands of voices. 

EVery inch of the great square, from 
the Glyptothek to the art museum, and 
from the Propylaen to the Arcistrasse 
was filled. With bared heads the peo- 
ple stood in the light of the setting 
#un and sent up a fervent prayer to 
God. 

The remarkable celebration began-at 
& quarter past seven with the simul- 
taneous ringing of all the church bells 
in Munich. For two hours previous 
crowds had been streaming from all 
directions to the Koenigsplatz bedeck- 
ed with flags. At half past seven, to 
the accompaniment of a military band, 
which had taken up its position on the 
Pillared portico of the .art museum 
the crowds sang the Ambrosian te 
deum. 

lt was during this swelling volume 
of song that four aeroplanes circled 
above the square now rising, now sink- 
ing to a hupdred feet above the heads 
of the people. 

The te deum was by 
singing of: another choral. Joetach- 
ments of police and firemen had been 
ordered to the square to preserve or- 
der, but their services were not needed. 
These men joined in th singing of the 
second anthem,.“‘Now Thank Ye All 
Our God,” in which they were led by 
Hierr von _Burscht, lord mayor of 
Munich. 

After this the lord mayor made a 
short patriotic address, closing with a 
call for three cheers for King Ludwig, 
of Bavaria, Emperor William and Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. 

The assemblage then joined in sing- 
ing “Hail to the King,” the melody of 
which is the same as “America.’ 

The religious note was maintained to 
the end, when several thousand per- 
sons, still bareheaded, sang the old 
hymn of Thanksgiving to God. 

It was almost dark when the demon- 
stration came to an end.

In 
the course of this many interesting 
documents, among them diaries of fallen 
officers and men, have been found. A 
mumber of these were placed at the 
disposal of the Associated Press or- 
respondent with permission to copy 
such parts as he might care to make 
use of.

Writing on how best to serve rural communities, Mrs. Mary I. Wood, 


head of the bureau of information of the general federation, says if each 


club woman who is privileged to spend her vacation in the country should 


devote this summer to knowing the people and should leave behind her, as 


she returns to the city, an organized club for which she will be sponsor 
during the coming winter, together with an active corresponding member | 


who would keep the new club in touch with many helpful resources, a long 


stride would be taken toward the desired end. : 
This kind of social service work would be the beginning of the desired 


end, “a club in each community.” 


Mrs. Wood tells of such a club in a small hill town in New Hampshire, 
ten miles from any railroad, which owes its inception to the summer visitor who 
came to know the farmers’ wives, organized the club and furnished not only 
subjects for study, but, with the co-operation of a few club women in her 
own city, information needed for the proper discussion of these subjects. 

Once each month during the summer an all-day meeting of the club is 
held and the program is devoted to questions of interest to the club 


members. 


At these meetings summer visitors often give talks on their travels and 
the interesting places and people that they have known. 

During the winter the newly made friends send, each month, a letter, a 
book and interesting suggestions for neighborhood entertainment or enlight- 
enment, and this delightful semi-rural semi-urban club has done much to 
break down the barriers which seemed to have existed before. 

he writer says, “The external, visible results are an improved school 
condition, a wider use of the government publications in the homes, a better 
neighborhood spirit and an increased mental activity throughout the entire 


town.” 


Warren county, Tennessee, has a Home Makers’ club, interested in the 
development of the homes of the county, and arranges helpful meetings, 
where ail phases of public health and economics, as well as the purely social 
features of club life, are presented. The town women co-operated with this

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BETTER BABIES 
CONTEST PLANNED 
FOR GAINESVILLE 


The Gainesville Woman's club had a

“The child is father to the state,” 
says Dr. Woods Hutchinson. “What- 
soever we do unto the least of these, 
our children, we do unto the future 
of the nation.” 

Dr. Hutchinson says further that 
while in one sense. this watchful care 
of the community for every one of its 
children, this recognition that every 
child is a ward of the state, entitled 
to protection and support, if neces- 
Sary, is an extremely modern affair; 
in another it is a curious harking back 
to earlier and more primitive condi- 
tions. Away back on the edge of the 
jungle, among tribes that go half- 
naked, live in bark shelters and count 
every stranger an enemy, the tiniest, 
3-year-old toddler can stretch out his 
little hand to the successful hunter 
and demand a share of the kill, of the 
catch of fish, basket of nuts, or of 
the fruits that have been gathered. A 
recognition of the rights of every child 
to fvod and to certain crude forms of 
education existed in the wooden-hut- 
ted villages of our Teutonic ancestors 
before their conversion to Christianity.

Establishing Municipal 
Market Is the Best Way 
To Reduce Cost of Living

For more than a century and a half 
Jaltimore has operated a publie mar- 
rot house, where the consumers go on 
‘egularly appointed market days and 
buy fresh country produce from the 
producers. In 1751, when there were 
only twenty-five houses in Baltimore, 
citizens raised sufficient funds to erect 
municipal market, and ever since 
that time Baltimore housewives have 
been going to market. 

“Going to market’ is one of their 
localisms. This is their solution of the 
difficult problem of keeping down the 
high cost of living. They have proven 
that the two terms, reduce the cost 
of living and reduce the cost of food 
distribution, are synonymous. With 
living costing 60 per cent more now 
than at any time since the civil war, 
it is indicated by government statis- 
tics that Baltimore is one of the cheap- 
est large cities to live in, and this 
condition is most certainly due in no 
small way to maintenance of the 
municipal markets. A year ago inves-

FEDERATION NOTES 


Writing of the work of the depart- 
ment of education in the General Fed- 
eration, Mrs.. Ellor Carlisle Ripley 
Says: “The department of education 
believes it has two functions in the 
federation, one to suggest to women 
of the clubs’ ways and means of con- 
tinuing their own education in cer- 
tain lines; the other to suggest ways 
and means by which they may improve 
conditions in general, and in particu- 
lar those under which schools offer 
education to their pupils. 

In fulfilling these functions the de- 
partment aims, under the caption of 
educational standards: (a) To direct 
attention to existing conditions in re- 
gard to illiteracy and to suggest ways 
in which all clubs may work for its 
local elimination. (b) To extend 
knowledge of what are satisfactory 
standards of school housing, school 
equipment and school adornment, and 
to suggest ways in which clubs may 
aid in attaining these standards in 
their own communities. (c) To inform 
clubs as to the aims, ideals and prog- 
ress of the present “standardization” 
movement in school systems and to 
Suggest ways of co-operating with 
local school ofticials 
produce the most favorable conditions 
possible for local school systems.

ATLANTA'S STRID 
FROM DAY 10 DAY 


“What Makes Atlanta?” is the title 
of an interesting story of local manu- 
tactories and buildings, by Bernara 
Suttler, in “Buildings and Building 
Management,’ August number, which 
is advertising Atlanta to the entire na- 
tion, and especially to the 5,000 mem- 
bers of the National Association of 
Building Owners and Managers, which 
holds its annual convention here Sep- 
tember 14-17, when 790 delegates are 
expected to attend. 

Atlanta manufactories are given a 
great boost in Suttler’s story, which, in 
addition boosts highly Atlanta, and 
the *“‘Atlanta Spirit.” 

The story points out that there are 
$898 factories here, turning out weekly 
a finished product worth nearly a mil- 
lion dollars. ' 

Those mammoth industries pointed 
out in Suttler’s story as having to do 
largely with Atlanta’s high rank are 
the Atlanta Steel company, the J. K. Orr

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G. D. WADLEY SAYS STATE 


SHOULD StL THE W. & A. 


Declares Cost of Extending the 
Road Would Be Nearer $40,- 
000,000 Than $4,000,000. 


Macon, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)— 
George Dole Wadley, former railroad 
builder and operator, today gave out an 
interview in Macon, § indorsing the 
stand taken bys several newspapers 
that the state should dispose of the 
W. and A. gailroad. 

“During Hoke Smith’s first term as 

vernor,” said Mr. Wadley, ‘the leg- 
islature authorized a commission for 
the purpose of ascertaining the cost 
and the advisability of the state ex- 
tending this rvuad from Atlanta to the 
sea. Those who. guessed at things, and 
didn’t know anything about it, used 
as a part of their argument that it 
would only cost about $4,000,000. Gov- 
ernor Smith appointed me as a~mem- 
ber of that commission to make the 
estimate of the cost, because of my 
experience in such matters. { went 
over the entire subject very carefully 
for the commission and my finding 
was that the cost would be nearer $40,- 
000,000 than it would $4,000,000. As 
s00Nn as this report was filed the subject 
was dropped. 

“The suggestion of extending it now 
to Darien or Brunswick is not a serious 
one. The politicians and schemers 
have always a card up their sleeves. 
If they can get thre people of Georgia 
in those sections of the country to 
working foritand build up a sentiment 
for an extension at all, it can be easil; 
switched to Savannah for a terminus, 
with the very reasonable argument 
that Savannah is the largest port in 
the south, and this being so it would 
be folly to carry the state road to any 
other point. 

“The -W. and <A. from Atlanta to 
Chattanooga, is a wonderful piece of 
road. It is built through those moun- 
tains on a grade of not over 30 feet 
to the mile, whereas ‘the Central of 
Georgia from Macon to Atlanta, runs 
as high as 45 feet to the mile. If 
the L. and N. or any other road were 
to build a competing line, the :W. & 
A. would make money while the com- 
petitor would starve to death, in case 
there was not an abundance of busi- 
ness for both. The W. and A. is on a 
ridge of backbone, and there is only 
one of these. Grades multiply fuel 
cost for hauling, besides time, mileage 
and wear and tear on equipment. 

“But the state should sell it. The 
State is only justified in embarking 
in matters of this kind when the fe- 
cessities of the people demand the serv- 
ice and there is no private corporation 
which can or will render it. This 
certainly cannot be true of the W. and 
A. It was true when it was built, 
but now that the conditions have 
changed, the road should be sold. It is 
embarrassing in view of our policies 
against monopoly for the state to set 
itself up as a monopolist and say its 
road shall not be paralleled, when the 
people would rise in masses and con- 
demn the refusal of a charter to its 
competitive line if the state did not 
own the W. and A. We oughtn’t to 
stultify ourselves any oftener than 
necessary.”

Mr. Mobley was 53 years of age.

of whom were atthe home at the -time 
of the deed.

This is evidenced by 
the attitude of H. H. Tucker, Jr., Presi- 
el of the Uncle Sam Oil Company, 
who today declared in this city,

ning an extensive production campaign 
in the famous Cushing field, where it 
lately secured several hundred acres of 
the most valuable undeveloped oil prop-} 
erty. These properties are close to the 
Uncle Sam Oil Company pipe line, which 
runs between its refineries in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, and Cherryvale, Kansas, a 
distance of 151 miles. This pipe line 
is the only “independent” oil transpor- 
tation service in the nation, having 
heen exempted by a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court from the 
ruling which deckared all other pipe 
lines to be common carriers.—(adv.)

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War Stocks Soar in Spite of 
Warnings by the Conservatives — TQ) AVERT STRINGENCY 


Because of Slow Improve- 
ment, Railroad Shares Are 
Not Included in the Wild 
Speculative Orgy. 


New York, August 7.—(Special.)— 
The stock market was very strong, 
but not as active as the week before, 
during the past week. A number of 
‘industrials, including the war stocks, 
went to new high records, while there 
was a noticeable advance in the shares 
of all steel companies. Railroad stocks, 
however, continue quiet. The railroad 
Situation is said to have improved too 
slowly to allow shares of roads to be 
included in the wild orgy of specula- 
tion which is almost a daily occur- 
rence in the security markets. It is 
believed, however, that before long 
there will be a very active market for 
railroad shares, as it is believed that 
with the end of August and the early 
Part of September, earnings reports 
will begin to show large increases over 
those of a year ago, and the gains in 
income will attract the attention of the 
speculative element. Rails have been 
in continued demand for investment 
buying, however, and within the last 
few weeks there has been a noticeable 
increase in distinctly investment in- 
quiry for nearly all of the dividend- 
paying railroad shares. In regard to 
the “war stocks,” concentrated efforts 
have been made by conservative inter- 
ests to quiet down the tone and re- 
duce the value of trading in them. 
There have been warnings that profits 
were being exaggerated, that large ex- 
tra dividends might never be seen, 
and that none were in immediate pros- 
pect, that sharp reactions were due, 
that buyers would find the time when 
there were “no bids’’.and would have 
difficulty in getting out, etc. Yet in 
spite of these,.a new army of buyers 
flocks into the market as speedily as 
former holders sell out at large prof- 
its, and the new aggregation all hope 
to get just as good profits as those 
they are succeeding. As a result, even 
though there seems to be compara- 
tively little desire to hold war stocks 
for the “good things” predicted, and 
even with enough profit taking almost 
daily to break an ordinary market, 
they continue to boom. Even those 
friendly to the advance in -war stocks, 
however, including those who look for 
big disbursements from war_ order 
vrofits, admit that it is unlikely that 
the present speculative wave and the 
continued advances in price will be 
seen much longer unless some of the 
companies either actually declare a 
large extra cash or stock dividend or 
make definite announcement of such 
intention. As it is leading officials 
of such companies as Crucible Steel 
and Bethlehem Steel have "nnounced 
that nothing is to be expected for 
the conmimon stock for a long time to 
come. In regard to most of the other 
concerns figuring in war _ business, 
nothing pro or con has been said as 
to dividends. The present outlook re- 
garding quick action on these stocks 
eventually. It is more probable that 
any of the companies have turned out 
much of their goods, and hence have 
not. the wherewithal to make large 
payments yet, even if they mav do so 
eventually. It it more probabl that 
the big dividend will come in the sec- 
ond half of 1916 than that many of 
them will be seen in the next six to 
eight months. It is to be doubted that 
the speculative mania for war stocks 
will ‘develop the jatience needed for 
this proaable year’s wait. This does 
not prove, however, that sharp declines 
are inevitable. as the present holders, 
who are mostly merely anxious for a 
quick profit, may be followed by buy- 
ers who intend to hold for what is 
coming. | 

Money Market Featureles. 

The money market has been without 
feature as far as rates are concerned, 
with loans still made at close to the 
low of the year. The eastward move- 
ment of funds is about over, however, 
and the movement to the crop country 
is starting, so that moderate advances 
in time and al! loan rates may be 
seen in the near future. This year, it 
is predicted in banking circles, there 
will not be anything like a stringency 
in loanable funds owing to the huge 
reserves, and it is believed that even 
the record-breaking crops which are 
maturing will not strain the financial 
resources of the country in anything 
like the degree usual in September to 
November. r 

Foreign Exchange Rates Eased. 


Foreign exchange rates have eased a 
little, largely due to an increase in 
the volume of exports in the last two 
or three weeks over those of preced- 
ing periods. After five or six weeks 
of silence. on the subject, it is again 
predicted in the foreign exchange mar- 
kets that France and Russia and 
probably Great Britain and Italy will 
have to take some steps to bolster up 
their credit in this country before 
long, owing to the huge and still grow- 
ing trade balance against each, or 
else that exchange rates against them 
will drop to a prohibitive rate.. If 
such a drop in rates is seen, either the 
establishment of large credits here or 
else shipments of gold to this country 
will be necessary. The trade balance 
of the United States for the week to 
July 31 was $23,975,871, the largest for 
any week since that ended May 1. For 
the preceding week—that is, to July 
24—-the trade balance was $22,209,000, 
the total of $46,184,871 being the larg- 
est for any two successive weeks for 
the year. . 

Domestic Financing. 

Less than $30,000,000 new issues of 
securities were made by corporations 
of the country during the month of 
July, a decrease of almost $85,000,000 
from the new financing of July, 1914. 
The July issues this year might have 
been held down by the fact that there 
was a big New York city loan at the 
end of June, while $45,000,000 was 
loaned to Canada, and other loans for 
Europe were under discussion. So far 
in August new financing has been 
heavier than for the entire mionth of 
July, so that a recovery in the total 
of new securities for the month is to 
be expected. For 1915 to the end of 
July there was a total of about $825,- 
000,000 new’ financing as compared 
with over $1,100,000 for the correspond- 
ing period in 1914. From August 1 
to December 31, 1914, however, new 
issues were very small, so that by the 
end of 1915 it is probable that the total 
will be in excess of that of 1914. In- 
cluding amounts loaned to Canada and 
Europe, also South America, and the 
big city loan, investors of the country 
have taken up more securities by a 
wide margin so far in 1915 than for the 
same period in 1914. As Europe will 
be forced to either ship gold here or 
else negotiate credits, in all probability 
in the near future, it is probable that 
further large flotations of foreign 
notes or bonds will be seen during 
the fall months. 

Reorganization Mercantile Marine. 

The reorganization plan of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine company is 
in line with present rehabilitations of 
over-capitalized bankrupt properties. 
It calls for a very Sharp sealing down 
of outstanding securities and a big 
reduction in fixed charges, although 
the amounts to be raised by assess- 
ment on the stock are not as large as 
in other reorganizations recently put 
through or now under consideration. 
The plan calls for an assessment of 
$2.50 a share on both the common and 
preferred. For this the preferred will 
receive $2.50 par value new 5 per cent, 
first mortgage, convertible bonds and 
10 per cent new common stock; com- 
mon shareholders to get $2.50 in these 
bonds and 5 per cent new common. 
A plan for exchange of bonds has 
been adopted by bondholders’ commit- 
tees. By the reoganization outstand- 
ine securities will be cut down about 
$80,000,000 from the former total and 
fixed charges reduced about $1,275,000 
a year. 

Showings of Railroads. 

The first of the larger arilroads to 
issue reports for the fiscal year to 
June 30 has been the Union Pacific 
railroad, which showed 10.98 per cent 
net for the common stock for the 
buyer as compared with 13.10 per cent 
the year before. Operating results, 
with gross showing $5,157,037 decrease 
‘from the year before, were good, as net 
showed only $314,059 decrease, the op- 
erating, expenses having been greatly 
reduced. The “other income” of the 
road, equal to 5.38 per cent on the 
common stock, showed 1.98 per cent de- 
crease from the year before, but in the 
interim the road had lost its income 
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from B. & O, shares through the dis-

A very large parc of the complaint 
deals with operations of tthe ship- 
ping subsidiary companies of the New 
aven_rather than with any railroad 
business claimed to be illegal. 


European War Costs. 


International bankers have figured 
the cost of the war for the first year 
at $15,500,000,000, the amount of war 
loans actually issued, but economists 
would add tp this other billions taken 
from national treasuries which would 
have ordinarily been used for other 
purposes. The latter’s estimates of 
the cost of the war to those engaged in 
it also includes loss of various reve- 
nues., To this might also be added 
the actual expenditures and losses of 
revenues of corporation and individuals 
in the various countries of Europe. On 
the total of all of these, a figure in 
excess of $35,000,000,000 might be found 
as the true measure of the cost of one 
year of war as waged in the twen- 
tieth century. 


Clamor for Steel. 


The steel market has not seen such 
a& buying movement as has developed 
during the last two or three weeks in 
all of its history in this country. Not 
only have enormous orders been placed, 
but reports are current that many 
manufacturers have been forced to re- 
fuse business because of inability to 
make deliveries asked by those offer- 
ing orders. Prices for leading steel 
products were advanced another $1 per 
ton during the week, making a total 
of $7 per ton advance since January 
for bars and plates and $6 a ton for 
several other important products, Un- 
filled tonnages are increasing at a high 
rate even though the present total out- 
put of steel in the United States is 
at the top figure on record. The en- 
tire industry is operating at a rate of 
about ‘95 per cent of full Capacity, 
and although a higher rate may have 
been seen during boom times in past 
years, capacity was not as large in 
such times, and hence the actual out- 
put of steel is the highest ever record- 
ed. One of the most satisfactory 
things about the steel situation is that 
not only are further huge orders for 
war aca rigs pa expected, but a boom in 
building is looked for which will bring 
large steel buying, while railroads are 
expected to be very heavy purchasers 
during the next year. Furthermore, 
export demand for other than war ma- 
terials is increasing rather than dimin- 
ishing. As a whole, the outlook is for 
at least two full years of good busi- 
ness in steel. Beyond that, the course 
of buying will depend upon events and 
conditions in the interim. 


Recovery in Copper. 


The copper metal market is showing 

signs of recovering from the quiet pe- 
riod seen since the early part of June. 
Sales have been made as low as 18% 
cents per pound, but the reappearance 
of buyers in the market, even though 
they have not placed large orders yet, 
has resulted in the withdrawal of sev- 
eral offerings at that level and an 
asking price of 19 cents.

Cotton Strong and Steady. 

Cotton was steady during the week, 
with some strength following the gov- 
ernment estimate of the size of the 
crop, but without sustained buying to 
hold prices up. Interest was taken in 
the estimates of consumption for the 
crop year to August 1 at 14,134,000 
bales, as the total is at least 3,000,000 
bales in excess of what alarmists had 
said would be the total when they 
were predicting disaster for cotton a 
year. ago. The total compares with 
14,541,000 bales the year before. If ac- 
cess to Germany and Austria had been 
easy all year, it is probable that 
total would have been in excess 
15,000,000 bales during the last 
hence even during a war year it would 
have been above normal with trade 
with Germany open. The carry-over 
is placed at 5,329,000 bales. Govern- 
ment estimates place the new crop at 
about 12,000,000 bales, so that the total 
supply of cotton in the present crop 
vear will be about 17,900,000 bales. 
Judging by recent developments in de- 
mand, the use of the staple in explo- 
sives and the low state of the world’s 
supply of cotton goods, it may be that 
15,500,000 to 16,000,000 bales will 
used this year even if the war lasts 
through it, and even though Teutonic 
buying is cut off.

Through such a policy, to- 
gether with proper methods of ware- 
housing, federal reserve banks can be 
a potent factor in assisting the normal 
movement of staple agricultural prod- 
ucts from the field to the factory or 
to the consumer. It is recommended 
that regu-lations governing the redis- 
that regulations governing advances on 
such products be issued by such of 
these federal reserve banks whose 
members are actively engaged in finan- 
cing the movement of such crops to the 
market.” 

This describes the most thorough- 
going scheme ever presented to the 
banks of this country for genuine 
money market relief during the crop 
movement period. It marks a radical 
chance from the program previously 
followed, and means a great deal for 
the business interests of the United 
States. Furthermore, it is something 
wholly new to banking, since never 
before has it been possible to redis- 
count paper based upon agricultural 
products to the extent that will be pos- 
sible under this broad scheme for 
helping all agricultural sections at the 
time when they need money market 
assistance. 

Farmers Share Benefits. 

Speaking broadly, it means also that 
the farmer will, from now on, get his 
accommodation at wetter terms than 
he ever got it before. Under the old 
system or independent and non-related 
banks, it used to be the custom for the 
banks of each crep-moving district to 
get what money they could obtain from 
their New York correspondents. In 
other words, they were largely depend- 
ent upon the banks of the central re- 
serve cities—New York, St. Louis and 
Chicago—for the accommodation they 
needed during the period when great 
crops of cottun, Wheat, corn and other 
things weer going to market. For 
years past it has been the excuse of 
bankers in the large reserve cities that 
it was necessary to lend most ot their 
money out on call in Wall street in 
order to be able to get it in again 4@s 
soon as the “crop movement banks” 
sent on requests for accommodation. 

Now such a course will no longer be 
necessary, for the reason that, under 
the new order of things, made possible 
by the rediscount facilities of the fed- 
eral reserve banking system, it will be 
possible for banks throughout the 
country to rediscount their crop paper 
with the federal reserve banks direct, 
Or through their New York correspond- 
ents. In most instances this rediscount- 
ing will not be done by the crop banks 
themselves, but by the New York banks

acting intheir behalf. The reason for 
this is that the rediscounting of paper 
has always been done at the large cen- 
ters, and the operation in many eases 
can be more easily arranged by the re- 
serve city banks than by the country 
banks, for the simple reason that the 
city banks are, in most cases, nearer 
the federal reserve banks, which have 
to make the advances. But it matters 
little which banks do the rediscount- 
thing to remember is 
that the accommodation will always be 
available under the new and highly 
developed facilities of the federal re- 
serve banks. : All this means cheaper 
money for the farmer-borrower, and in/| 
the end cheaper money for every one! 
that has really high-grade collateral to!

Columbus, Ga., August 7.—(Special.) 
Declaring that the psychological 
ment had arrived forsuch a warning 
be given in Georgia, Judge 8S. Price Gil- 
bert, in a ringing charge to the Musco- 
gee county grand jury, denounced in 
strong terms disrespect for law and

lawful authority that has been in evi- | 


dence in this and other states. 

Judge Gilbert declared that law never 
enforces itself: that it is as dead on 
the statute books as an Egyptian mum- 
my if there are not good men to en- 
force it. The one vital thing, if one 
should search the human calenc is 
the protection of life and property, 
which means the enforcement of the 
law. ES . 

“One would find it imbedded in the 
portals of the constitution; find it writ- 
ten in indelible letters as a basic prin- 
ciple of our government,” he said. ‘“‘No 
country can prosper without a proper 
respect for the law. It must permeate 
all classes of men and society, both the 
good and **« bad.” 

Judge Gilbert e~oke of, the fact that 
Georgia was advertising its climate, its

NOBODY’S WAR! 

The war Nobody made; an orphan Nobody 
owns; the war that “just happened” of its 
own irresponsible free will and accord—the 
bitterest, blackest blight of the ages to 
Europe, is' making a continent of cripples, 
to grope uncertainly in the shadows of a 
land of graves. 

The Kaiser calls God to witness that his 
hands are clean of its blood; his venerable 
ally of Austria proclaims his innocence be- 
England’s skirts are 
clear of it; the Czar had no ambition for it: 
the war is the waif of the world! 

_ Meantime, the cripples of a continent are 
limping in from the scenes of the great 
strife, and the attention of American manu- 
facturers is directed to a great commercial 
opportunity: There is a shortage of artificial 
limbs, and the cripples of Nobody’s war 
must be patched up! 

These are not only the soldiers of the 
line, reared to the ‘trade of war,” but the 
youth of the lands—who were to be the 
hope and mainstay of the future; they 
throng the railway stations of Europe, on 
the way to weeping homes—the victims of 
Nobody’s war! 

Aicontinent of cripples! Only the Kings 
are immune. No Kings are being killed— 
or wounded; they are under Divine protec- 


tion; on the ‘battle-fields they are presum-’ 
gbiy walled about by that shielding Provi- 


dence whose aid they have invoked. It is 
less kind to their fighting subjects! 

Surely, the war-lords are wrong in Say- 
ing that Nobody’s war has wrought this 
wreck and ruin? There must be a dark 
Personality behind it—of Satanic terror— 
of Evil unthinkable! 

There are priests and mourning ministers 
of God to bless its graves, but there is little 
light for the living who must go through 
life its martyrs. 
~ “Tt was inevitable,” is the only word, and 
the task of the future will be to nurse back 
to life a wounded world—the continent of 
cripples of Nobody’s war! 


FULTON’S PUBLIC DEFENDER. 

Fulton’ county has led the way in the 
matter of providing a public defender for 
persons accused of crimes against the state. 
A bill just passed by both houses of the 
general assembly, providing for the creation 
of that office, will become a law as soon as 
it is signed by the governor. 

The first public defender in Georgia will 
be named by the governor for service in 
Fulton county, after which that official will 
be elected by the people for a term of four 
years, the same as for solicitors general and 
judges of the superior court. 

There is good reason for the provision. 
There are cases in which possible injustice 
is done for lack of a competent defense. 
The matter of the defense of persons 
charged with crime and unable to employ 
counsel, is now left to some attorney ap- 
pointed by the court. More often he is 
young, just out of law school and inexperi- 
enced. While giving his best service as far 
as conditions will permit, it is often imprac- 
ticable for him to go to the extent possible 
with a paid attorney. It is the paid attor- 
ney whom this county now proposes to sup- 
ply. It will do away with the necessity of 
calling upon attorneys to give of their time 
to this service, when often they cannot af- 
ford it. 

The original idea of the state’s attorney, 
now known as the solicitor general, was 
that he should protect the interests both 
of the state and the accused. As defendants 
began to employ expensive lawyers in many 
instances, the state’s attorney found him- 
self more and more with nothing to do but 
guard the state’s interest. Gradually, through 
the process of evolution, ke came to b 
the prosecuting attorney both in fact an 
in name. It is the recognized duty of thi 
solicitor general today to seek to convict 
where the ex parte evidence is sufficient to 
warrant grand jury indictment. :

! Ways mean guilt. 
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There is many a person 
accused of crime who is entitled to a care- 
ful defense, but lacks the means to meet 
the expense of it. In one way or another 
the state must provide it. The appointment 
of a public defender would seem the best 
method of solving the problem. 

There is no reason why in any case in- 
justice should be done the state. In doubt- 
ful instances the public defender and the 
solicitor general will lock horns and fight 
it out. In cases of apparent guilt, based upon 
conclusive evidence, the law specifically 
permits the new official to use his discre- 
tion. He is required to ‘defend only where 
he thinks there is some doubt as to guilt. 
Convinced of guilt, he may urge his client 
to enter a plea, or follow such course as his 
judgment dictates. 

The law should operate satisfactorily, 
and conduce to the better administration 
of justice. We feel confident that it will, 
and that other counties of the state will 
follow Fulton in its adpption.

FARMERS AS ADVERTISERS. 


The Made-in-America idea has extended 
to the smaller cities and towns, and pro- 
gressive counties in: the agricultural dis- 
tricts now label the home product, thus 
reaping greater benefits from advertising 
local industries. “Why shouldn’t the farm- 
er advertise his wares?” asks The Louis- 
ville (Ky.) Times: 


He may not be ready- to go into 
print with a sworn statement as to the 
future quality of his butter, his hams, 
supposedly smoked with hickory chips, 
or his honey, distilled by bees which 
frequented only white clover fields, 
but he can place his name on the pack- 
ages which he sends to market, wheth- 
er they be cartons of eggs, pounds of 
butter, covers of hams, barrels of sorg- 
hum or jugs of apple butter. 


Our Louisville contemporary says that 
the farmers of the New England states 
have found that this sort of advertising 
pays, and they have not been slow to profit 
by it: 


In many sections nothing goes to 
the city markets which does not carry 
the name of the producer stamped 
thereon. It is good advertising. It 
costs next to nothing. And doesn’t 
everybody remember the  thousand- 
and-one articles which used to come 
to this country bearing the imprint, 
“Made in Germany?’ ‘The fatherland 
today has no stronger sentimental 
asset than this slogan. - 

Why shouldn’t the farmers of the 
United States display a pride in their 
products which would lead them to 
identify their wares with a certain sec- 
tion of the soil, just as the city man 
makes it known through the press that 
his establishment is on a certain 
corner? 


That is the point, and it is well taken. 
Of itself the worth of a product adver- 
tises the soil where it was produced, but it 
also needs an enlightening label, with what- 
ever information may be necessary. It is 
good advertising for town, county and state.

A WAR OF ENDURANCE. 


After a year of fighting without definite 
result, the world is now well prepared to 
believe the statement made the other day 
by Premier Asquith that the European con- 
flict is to be a war of endurance. And judg- 
ing by the enduring qualities so far exhibited 
on both sides, there is a long siege of it 
ahead. 

Russia’s allies do not appear to have 
taken so seriously as has the neutral world 
the overwhelming defeat of the armies of 
Grand Duke Nicholas by the Germans. 
London calls the retreat of the grand duke, 
involving the abandonment of a large por- 
tion of Russian Poland, masterful. Evi- 
dently her allies are looking for Russia, 
freshly supplied with ammunition and bigger 
guns, to come back later in a more powerful 
drive than that which carried her formerly 
to the Carpathian passes. 

Meanwhile, Germany is rejoicing over the 
great victory of von Hindenberg and Mack- 
ensen. Her purpose is apparent. With 
Russia silenced for the time, until she can 
recoup her ammunition and war stores, the 
bulk of the German army may be removed 
to the western battle front, where as yet no 
decisive action has been fought. Joffre’s 
“great blow’ has not yet been dealt. Will 
he permit Germany to bring up reinforce- 
ments from the east before striking? Or is 
he kept successfully in check along the big 
western battle front in a struggle which 
begins to look more and more as if it would 
terminate in a dog fall? 

We are told that England is preparing to 
move a million or more men into France. 
We were told this a month ago, and still 
they do not move. Are the allies maintain- 
ing an army of endurance rather than one 
of achievement? Judging by their actions, 
they certainly have not undertaken to deal 
a quick or decisive blow. Their minor vic- 
tories have pushed Germany back, little, if 
any, toward her own territory. 

Nor has Italy performed the wonderful 
feats that were predicted of her just before 
she entered the war. She has been fighting 
for two months and is still fighting vigor- 
ously for that strip of Austrian territory 
which she claims as her own and the recov- 
ery of which she seeks. Italian arms have 
made some progress, but results attained 
have been a disappointment to those who 
expected quick, brilliant and triumphant 
march toward the Austrian capital. 

Of all the armies engaged on European 
battlefields that of the Germans hag exhib- 
ited the greatest powers of endurance, the 
greatest staying qualities, the most remark- 
able ability to “come back” and snatch vic- 
tory out of the very teeth of defeat. It is 
becoming apparent that endurance on the 
other side must be supported by overwhelm- 
ing numbers. The Russians had them, but, 
it is said by way of explanation, lacked am- 
munition. France and England must bring 
them to the battle front before they can ex- 
pect anything like decisive results. 

The world would naturally deplore the 
triumph of militarism because of the ulti- 
mate effect it would be bound to have, nor 
does it anticipate it. But, so far, with the 
war just one year old, the allied armies 
have failed to make any material dent in it. 

There is hope in the fact that we cannot 


begin to predict exhaustion at least for an- 


| 


other year to come. England, France and 
Italy are safely equipped in money, men 
and munitions for another twelve month. 
There is belief, too, that Russia will again be 
heard from. 

But, after twelve months of fighting, 
there is no disguising the’ fact that the 
world is disappointed in the results achieved. 
Will another twelve months tell the same 
story, or will it, in the weakening, thinning 
lines, foretell the approach of an early end? 


PROMOTING INDUSTRY. 


Action of the senate, following the 
house, in passing the bill to exempt from 
taxation Georgia owned vessels engaged ex- 
clusively in foreign commerce, will have 
the effect of bringing to Georgia a new in- 
dustry that would not otherwise have come. 

Georgia loses nothing, inasmuch as these 
vessels, if not exempted here, would have 
gone to other states where such exemption 
is provided by law; and would have con- 
tinued their operations from Georgia ports 
just the same. 

By enactment of the law, which is yet 
to be approved by popular vote in the elec- 
tion of 1916, since it is an amendment to 
the state constitution, Georgia will gain 
an entirely new industry in the direct ship- 
ment of cargoes from her own ports to for- 
eign countries, in vessels of Georgia reg- 
istry and carrying the Georgia flag. En- 
actment of the law may mean more than 
that; there is in it the possibility of the 
early establishment of shipyards in Georgia 
harbors, which would mean still another im- 
portant industry added to the list of those 
already in the state. 

We believe the legislature has acted 
wisely in the enactment of this law. It is 
the experience of practically all states in 
the building of entirely new industries and 
encouraging their growth within their 
limits, that some concessions must be made. 
Other states have gone much further in 
that direction than has ever been suggested 
in Georgia. There are municipalities, coun- 
ties and states which exempt new plants 
from taxation for long periods in order to 
get them, looking to the future for their 
remuneration. 

In case of the present law the senate 
has added an amendment providing that the 
exemption shall exist for ten years, after 
which time the question of further exemp- 
tion or of requiring the payment of taxes 
shall be left to the legislature. There can 
be no reasonable objection to this. It is 
well to have a periodic accounting in mat- 
ers of this kind, and if there is found rea- 
son why the exemption should be continued 
there is no doubt that it will be done. 

With the splendid vote given the bill 
on its passage in the house, that body will 
unquestionably adopt the senate amendment 
and pass it on to the governor. 

This is the first time in years that ‘the 
Georgia legislature has taken an important 
step in the matter of encouraging new in- 
dustries which, except for such concession, 
Georgia could not secure at all. 

Every application of the sort should, of 
course, be investigated carefully and passed 
solely upon its own merits. But now that 
the ice is broken, Georgia should have rea- 
son to hope that in other really meritorious 
cases, similar encouragement will be given 
to the constructive development of the 
state. 


THE AMERICAN INFLUENCE. 


Of “the American influence in the Phil- 
ippines,” Dr. H. A. Hopewell, who has re- 
sided there ten years and has had every 
opportunity to observe its growth, says, in 
an interview in The Washington Post, that 
‘it ig in no manner more widely felt than 
in the extension of educational facilities.” 
Here is the picture he gives of what has 


been accomplished there along this line: 


There are about 590,000 children en- 
rolled in the public schools of the Phil- 
ippines. The children are unusually 
bright until they reach the age of 14, 
when they usually marry. Some of 
them continue to attend school regard- 
less of the marital state. Many Fili- 
pinos now dress like Americans, where- 
as a decade ago the clothing of the men 
consisted of a pair of white trousers 
and a gaudy-colored shirt, usually worn 
outside the trousers, 

One of the striking features of Fil- 
pino life is the home. Often three or 
four generations reside under the same 
roof. Family ties are very strong. 
The old, destitue and crippled are usual- 
ly eared for by the younger and mare 
prosperous members of the _ family. 
Christian Filipinos go to church every 
morning before breakfast, and in the 
afternoon they indulge in baseball 
games. 


In line with the above high testimony 
of the educational advancement of the peo- 
ple under American influence, is what Dr. 
Wu Ting Fang, former Chinese minister 
to the United States; said at a banquet in 
his honor in Manila. The Wall Street 
Journal quotes from his speech to his 


Filipino audience: 


I implore you Filipinos to trust the 
spoken word of the Americans. You 
have nothing in writing which pledges 
the American people some day to deliv- 
er to you your independence. All you 
have is the great work that the Ameri- 
can people have done here in the last 
fifteen years. Can you believe that 
they have done this work for any other 
people than yourselves? .My country 
is thousands of years older than yours. 
My people did not Know what liberty 
was. It was forced upon them, and 
you have the crying example of a peo- 
ple suddenly possessed of independence 
when thev know not how to handle it. 
Leave your future to the hands of the 
American government. This great hon- 
orable nation with which I have prob- 
bably had more to do than any for- 
eigner alive, Knows the path it is tak- 
ing, and it is sure of its step. Do not 
ruin yourselves now. Make haste 
slowly. 


The above is high praise in plain truth 
spoken by a statesman who knows the value 
of American influence, with its unselfish 
motives; yet when we are offering aid, in 
the friendliest spirit, with no thought of in- 
tervention, and no wish for it, to a nearby 
nation, torn by civil strife, our motives are 
misunderstood and challenged. 

The story of Cuba alone bears witness to 
the disinterestedness of the American in- 
fluence. Having saved herself, America 
would reach the saving hand to all nations 
that need—that ask her aid, with but her 
work for the uplift of humanity as her 
reward,

The travelers’ aid, which has been estab- 
lished first through local agencies, then fos- 
tered by organizations of philanthropie kind, 
has become so large and important that it has 
developed its own problems to be solved. and 
is to be drawn together in a_ federation of 
agencies through national organization. 

At the recent meeting of the sociological 
Congress in Texas, the session devoted to 
reports from the Travelers’ Aid delegates 
proved the importance of the work from a so- 
ciological standpoint. The report of the 
Travelers’ Aid was an important feature in 
the recent meeting in Detroit of employment 
agencies and commissioners of labor, while 
no department of Young Woman's Christian 
association work in the larger cities is more 
important than that coming under the head 
of “travelers’ aid.” 

Mrs. R. M. Walker. vice president of At- 
lanta’s Travelers’ Aid society, in describing the 
work being dome here, states that the’organi- 
zation in its aims and Purposes is non-sec- 
tarian and non-political. 


The Work. 


“The Travelers’ Aid agents,”’ 
explained, “meet, assist and protect travel- 
ers, especially young women and girls. To 
the latter are recommended safe and respon- 
sible lodging and boarding places. 

“This department of the work in Atlanta 
has been found very efficacious for Atlanta 
as the city draws the curious interest of 
the wayward girl: the ambition of the girl 
who must Support herself, and the gir] who 
cannot find the work she desires in her own

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GAIN the eyes of the world are 
turning to Ferdinand I, Czar of 
the Bulgars, the intrepid little 
monarch, who with his armies 

a few years ago almost drove the Turks 
from Europe, who bravely fought all the 
other Balkan staf; until, overwhelmed 
by numbers, he was compelled to give up 
and who now stands ready to spring into 
the present fray on one side or the other 
as the advantage of his country dictates. 

In August, 1887, Ferdinand I, who 
was then the German princeling, Ferdi- 
mand of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, became 
Prince of Bulgaria ‘“‘by the grace of God 
and the will of the people.’ On the twen- 
tieth anniversary of that auspicious 
event he became Czar of all the Bulgars, 
this time not by the grace of God nor 
the will of the people but by his own 
power, cleverness and astuteness. 

It was another triumph for Bismarck. 
Germany as a business concern exporting 
princes had triumphed again. But the 
question now is will Ferdinand suffer any 
qualms of conscience in choosing between 
two loyalties, hereditary and the volun- 
tary? 

But those who know Ferdinand laugh 
at the question that he will do any suf- 
fering at all. The personal honor of no 
other living ruler has been so violently, 
openly and authoritatively attacked as 
that of the Czar of the Bulgars. | 

It is a current belief among diplomats 
as well as latter day historians that newer 
bas Ferdinand made a move actuated by 
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any other motive than personal ambition 
and personal vanity. And in order to 
gain his ends, to maintain himself in a 
position seemingly untenable, to increase 
his prestige and make a success of. his 
job it is said that he despised no means, 
ranging anywhere from bootlicking to 
murder. 

At the same time it has to be ad- 
mitted that by serving himself well he 
has also served the Bulgarian people ex- 
tremely well. During the twenty-eight 
years of his reign Bulgaria has pro- 
gressed by leaps and bounds in every re- 
spect. The unimportant, half-savage 
principality which had been under Turk- 


ish rule for centuries has now become 


an absolutely independent kingdom, with 
a good internal organization, a war- 
proved army, flourishing trade and good 
financial credit abroad. It has gained 
territory, has built many railroads and 
has taken rank as a power to be reckoned 
with. 

The betterment of political and eco- 
nomic conditions acted quickly upon the 
people, who today may be said to be the 
most civilized people of the Balkan na- 
tions with the possible exception of the 
Rumanians. They are far different from 
the people who were caricatured in ‘‘The 
Chocolate Soldier.” 

No longer do Bulgarian housewives 


consider a single towel a family luxury 
and a Bulgarian noble does not look 
upon half a dozen gift books and the 
Same number of dime novels as evidence 
of his learning and distinguished posi- 
tion. -Public schools have been built 
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rapidly, with an amazing decrease in 
the percentage of illiteracy. Westeen 
science, mechanical inventions and 
western methods in general have 
made of a half-savage people one 
that can hold up its head among the 
other civilized nations. 

For most of this the Bulgars and 
Europe. have to thank Czar Ferdi- 
nand. Yet behind Ferdinand stood 
his mother, the Princess Clementine, the 


headstrong, statesmanlike daughter of 
King Louis Philippe of France. Money 
and advice she gave to him f® plenty. 
Ferdinand was her youngest son and her 
favorite. She staked everything upon 
his success and until she died about ten 
years ago she was almost constantly at 
his side, remaining in close telegraphic 
touch with him when her other duties 
called her away to Coburg. 

When Ferdinand ascended the Bul- 
garian throne in 1887 the political chaos 
in which his country was weltering would 
have been ludicrous if it had net involved 
the fate of several millions of people. 

After the Russo-Turkish war the pow- 
ers decided that Purkey should be de- 
prived of part of her sovereign rights 
over Bulgaria and that the principality 
should become her nominal tributary 
governed by a Christian prince. When 
the offer was made by the Bulgarian 
people to Ferdinand, who was then in 
Vienna, he immediately asked the Rus- 
sian ambassador to telegraph to the Czar 
of Russia asking for his ratification of 
the people’s choice. 

The czar sent a paternal but emphatic 
reply to the effect that under no consid- 
eration was Ferdinand to ascend the 
Bulgarian throne and that if Ferdinand 
obeyed, the czar would provide for him 
ia the future as if he were the czar’s 
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owr son. Ferdinand wrote instantly a 
gicevying letter of thanks to the Russian 
ruler, pledging his word as a gentleman 
that he would never take the Bulgarian 
crown. The next day he made his way 
across the Bulgarian border disguised- as 
&% Bulgarian general. 

On August 14, 1887, he entered the 
great parliament house in all his gold- 
lace glory. The metropol:tan of Tirnoea 
administered the oath and the prince 
signed the constitution. In his proclama- 
tion he made no reference to Russia or 
Turkey, but his ery of “‘long live free and 
independent Bulgaria’? was echoed from 
one eld of the country to the other. No 
one seemed to be disturbed that Ferdi- 
nand’s first public act was a violation of 
his pledge “‘as a gentleman and a prince.” 

He was but twenty-six years old at the 
time and if he imagined that his posi- 
tion was to be all play, pomp and glory 
he was shortly to be disillusioned. His 
mother kept him as strictly as she could 
at the business of government. It was 
one entailing almost fourteen hours of 
work a day and also perpetual danger. 
The first thing “he did was to take out a 
life insurance for $1,000,000. No prince 
has ever been so constantly in danger 
0? his life as he has been. 

Conspiracies against him within and 
without his land became so thick it was 
impossible to keep track of them all. He 


o 


has often sought refuge in Germany and 
France to avoid the daggers drawn in the 
dark. Often he has hidden in his coun- 
try places heavily guarded by soldiers. 
Russia kept up a constant series of plots 
not only against his throne but against 
his Ife. 

When Czar Nicholas followed Alexan- 
der on the Russian throne Ferdinand did 
what he could to win his favor and 
shortly succeeded. Being . himself a 
Roman Catholic he had married the 
Catholic Princess Marie Louise and had 
pledged himself to have his children 
christened in the Catholic faith. His eld- 
est son was baptized in the Catholic 
church. One condition of the czar’s 
favor was that Boris as~heir apparent 
should belong as do the majority of Bul- 
garians to the Greek Orthodox.church. 
Ferdinand did not hesitate and the boy 
prince was ‘“‘converted.’’ Pope Leo ex- 
communicated him for this. But Ferdi- 
nand had gained his point. The czar 
became the little prince’s godfather and 
recognized Ferdinand as- the ruler of 
Bulgaria. The rulers -of all the other 
great nations followed his example. 

No matter what means Ferdinand has 
used to advance himself and his kingdom 
his private life has been entirely unob- 
jectionable. His tall, lean figure, his fine 
features marred but slightly by an over 
developed nose, are familiar to visitors 
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at European spas where he spends hi 
vacations. There is much distinctiog 
and charm in his manner. He is pleas- 
ant even to people unknown to him and 
most entertaining to friends. 
Games and sports fascinate him. 
not only drives his automobile but has 
learned to drive a locomotive as. weil. 
Once in Overalls and covered with black 
grease he took the place of an engineer 
on the fastest train in the world from 
Calais to Paris. He was the first royal 
personage to risk his life in an aeroplane. 
Now. he is in the midst of a furious 
game of diploMacy which is to draw his 
country into the war on one side or the 
other. As these diplomatic dealings are 
being kept gecret, one can no more than 
conjecture as to their real nature. But 
it seems fairly certain that in-the event 
of Bulgaria’s entering the war and the 
allies winning, she would receive the bay 
and hinterland of Kavala, now held by 
Greece; the southern strip of Serbia, so

' Okhrida lake, which is chiefly inhab 


by Bulgars, and the village of Adrianople, 
which she oceupied during the Balkan 
war and then had to give back to Turkey. 
For the return to Bulgaria of the terri- 
tory holding Silistria, Baltchik and Rut- 
schuk, which Rumania took, after the 
salkan war, the latter is quite prepared, 
realizing as she does the justice of her 
southern neighbot’s claims on it.

™T is a tar fetched dream from the 
PF, 0 Si fingers of the dainty Japanese 
oS kT maiden, with her shining hair and 
embroidered kimono, to the greasy 
jeans of the lumberjack or the 
car wheel, so strong and durable; 
yet the “Dollar Bill” has travelled 
these’ paths and many others, 
bringing happiness and misery to 
many persons in its short life of 
ten months, aided from beginning 
to end.by women. a 

The birth of the dollar bill is an interesting event, 
for before its advent into the world of commerce 
good old “Uncle Sam” had promised to pay the bearer 
of the bill on demand one dollar in silver. 
had this promise been made, but the guarantee ful- 
filled by the depositing of a silver dollar in the vaults 
of the Treasury of the United States. 


Deposit Silver Before Notes Are Printed. 


Congress authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury 
to purchase at stated periods a certain number of 
ounces of silver at the market price. When this pur- 
chase of silver has been coined or stored in the shape 
of bars ready for the mint, demands are made upon 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing to print so 
many notes of stated denomination. The law does 


OKAY 


not permit the printing of these notes unless there is 


on deposit in the Treasury of the United States the 
equivalent in silver dollars designated on the face of 
the note, thus liberating it into circulation. 

The composite of the dollar is not the least inter- 
esting part of its perfection; these come from many 
parts and are the finest their respective countries can 
produce. 

The silk found in the threads scattered threugh the 
jollar bill comes from Japan, fpr the silkworm com- 
prises a large industry of this country. The art of 
sericulture is prevalent in Japan and consists of rais- 
ing the silkworms under artificial conditions. When 
the leaves of the preferred, white fruited mulberry 


tree are ready for the hungry larva the eggs of the 


silkworm are hatched out by artificial heat. Pieces 
of paper punctured with small holes cover the trays 


holding the eggs, and the worms, immediately they. 


burst their shell, craw] through the openings and 
thereby scrape off any fragment of shell adhering to 
their delicate bodies. 


Where Quaint Girls Work. 


The rearing house, or “cocoonery,” is a sweet smell- 
ing, well ventilated apartment. Here the larva grows 
and eats, for its appétite is astonishing, and it is here 
that the silent, quaint Japanese girl tends each day, 
supplying fresh green leaves and removing the un- 
eaten fragments. 

When the caterpillar Is ready to begin work it will 
cease to eat, slowly ascend the brushwood branches 
provided and set about weaving its silky web. The 


worms weave a fibrous substance in the form of a 
cocoon, or covering, within which the creatures are 
inclosed during the transformation from the larva or 
caterpillar into the matured pupa. In the course of 
three or four days it will spin about four thousand 


-yards of a two filament thread, agglutinated together 


by its own adhesive qualities. 
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A DOLLAR BILL FOR 
HIS BIRTHDAY 


Not only. 


Two or three days after the cocoons are completed 
they are gathered and the pupa killed to prevent the 
bursting of the shell by the fully developed moth. 

Such cocoons as are chosen for the production of 
eggs are freed from the external floss and preserved 
at a certain temperature for from eleven to fifteen 
days, when the moths appear. Inside of six days the 


female, which has been kept in a quiet, darkened 


room, lays her eggs, numbering five hundred or more, 
and with that, the cycle of the moth being complete, 
both sexes die. 

The little Japanese girl wonders and smiles in her 
mysterious manner and pities the tiny worms, whose 
work is done for the thousand and one things, whose 
beauty is enhanced by the presence of the silk threads 
of its labor. Last, but not least, we see it in the dol- 
lar bill, which may have been part of the purchase 
money paid for the possession of the lovely materials 
so much coveted by rich and poor alike. 

Before they are ready for commerce the silk fila- 
ments are subjected to numerous and varied proc- 
esses, one of which,is reeling, and it is this, to the 
number of twenty strands, that is sold by the hank 
in its raw, glossy state to the papermakers at the 
“Government Mill” in Dalton, Mass., where the first 
stages of the making of the dollar bill are done. 


Makes Only Paper for Money. 

Here in the beautiful Berkshire Hills, in the “Gov- 
ernment Mill” (called this because this mill produces 
no other paper than that used for the making of 
money), the silk is dyed by an expert dyer, whose 
practised eye can detect the least discrepancy in the 
colors, red or blue, wanted for the greenbacks. The 
dyed strands of silk are cut into lengths of about one- 
quarter of an inch each, ready to be woven into the 
paper designated as “distinctive” when the time 
comes. Were these pieces of thread joined together 
they would possibly make a length of from twenty- 
six to twenty-seven inches. 

The dye used always has come from Germany, and 
no finer quality has been found elsewhere. The flax 
fields of Europe were the wonder of the tourist, and 
there most of the linen used in the manufacture of 
the dollar bill is found, and it serves many purposes 
before it reaches the dollar bill. 

The flax is gathered mostly by women, spun into 


-cloth mostly by women and made into various gar- 


ments for personal and household use mostly by 
women—dainty dresses for the first born, filmy robes 
for the graduate, lingerie for the trousseau made by 
the mother, whose stitches tell of sighs, smiles and 
tears. Caressed by loving hands for many purposes, 
the linen is created into useful things; to be relegated 
to the rag bag when their usefulness is over. The mod- 
ern manufacture of linen divides itself into two 
branches, spinning and weaving, to which may be 
added bleaching and various finishing processes, 
which are laborious undertakings and important 
branches of the industry. Linen is chosen for the 
foundation of the dollar bill because of its strength 
and smoothness. 

Nuns in convents gather up their old caps and 


throat bands, frugal housewives collect all cloth 
scraps to be sold to the professional ragman, who in 
turn selis.them to the large dealer, whose business 
it is to select all of the pure linen rags from the oth- 
ers, put them through a form of cleaning, pack them 
in bags and ship them to the United States, to be used 
in the making of the paper money authorized by the 
government. 


HE SPENDS 1T 
FOR CANDY 


Details of Its Making, from the 
Manufacture of the Delicate Silken 
Threads, the Flax and the Dyes, 
Supplied from Europe and the 
Orient, to the Milling and Printing 
of the Paper by the Government 


Again women figure in the making of the dollar 
bill, for they stack these rags on a table before them 
and, using a scythe-like knife, they draw the rags 
toward them and rapidly cut them into bits, ready for 
the macerating, which is an interesting form of proc- 
essing peculiar to the making of the “distinctive” 


paper. 
The rags are thoroughly disinfected and bleached 


' after reaching the mfll by the use of chloride of lime. 


Large vats contain the pulp, which is mixed with the 
purest of water, for it is a singular fact that fine 
paper cannot be made unless the purest of water is 
usedL 

The government mill is situated in the heart of the 
Berkshires, about four miles from Pittsfield, Mass., 
on the east bank of the Housatonic River. Its clear 
waters are often colored a bright red or blue by the 
discarded dyes from the mill, making a pretty picture 
as it winds out of sight, carrying the colors, fainter 
and fainter, into the distance. 


Pure Water NeSded. 


The water used in the making of the paper comes 
from an artesian well dug especially for the pur- 
pose and located at least a mile away in the hills, 
where the best paper making water in the world 
abounds. This water is carefully deposited, through 
pipes, in the vats with the linen. These are kept 
constantly revolving until the completed pulp reminds 
one of nothing so much as foamy cream needing a 
little more freezing. The linen comes forth a clean, 
damp, uniform mass, transformed, not to be woven 
from looms but from rolls into a fine, firm white 
paper, mixed with the silk threads so cleverly scat- 
tered that experts cannot reproduce the effect, 

After passing through several rollers, which do 
their part in smoothing and drying the pulp, it reaches 


the last, where it is cut into sheets about thirteen 


and one-half inches wide by thirty-three inches long. 
A careful count is kept of these sheets for the gov- 
ernment by men hired for this work and no other. 
The paper is ready for the making of the dollar 
bill, but this is only the beginning of its perfection. 
When the cases containing the paper reach Wash- 
ington they are sent to the Bureau of Engraving and

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Printing, located between the White mouse and the 
Potomac River, close to the Washington Monument. 
This wonderful establishment, with its hundreds of 
workers, whose comforts have been provided for by 
attractively sanitary conditions, the light lunch 
room, the amusement hall and other conveniences, is 
presided over by Joseph EF. Ralph, whose ability to 
manage its intricate workings has been tested and 
found to be as nearly perfect as human skill could 
make it. His powers of endurance are tremendous; 
his word is law in the institution, and he is untiring 
in his ambition to make the bureau from every point 
of view the most perfect means of circulation of its 
kind in the world. 

The dollar bill is 3.04 inches wide and 7.28 inches 
long. One thousand such notes tip the scale at ex- 
actly three pounds, a single one weighing twenty-one 
grains. Three colors are used in the printing—green, 
black and blue. The serial numbers, large numerals 
and Treasury seal are printed in blue, the fuce in 
black and the back in green. There were 189,467,976 
one dollar bills printed at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing and delivered to the Treasury of the 
United States during the fiscal year of 1914. 


Takes a Month to Make $1. 


The government pays one and one-half cents for 
the manufacture of the bill. Thfs includes the original 


one month is consumed in the making and each indi- 
vidual note passes through the hands of at least 
forty skilled workmen before it is sent out to the 
Treasury Department, beginning with the time the 
paper is received at the “bureau” up to and includ- 
ing its delivery. 

The dollar bill is out in circulation, with its guar- 
antee in silver safely stored in the Treasury. As- 
suming that it started on January 1 and is spent once 
a day for the length of its life, it would pass from 
one hand to another 296 times and purchase innumer- 
able things. Given to a child for a birthday gift, to 
do with as the child pleased, we feel that a candy 
shop would get the note, to be transferred perhaps to 
a society women, who tendered a bill of larger de- 
nomination for her purchase. The maid is to be 
paid; the woman hands the bill to her and she in 
turn gives it to the shoe merchant. Here it rests for 
an hour or so, when into the pocket of the farmer it 
is jammed, and it has a ride into the country, which 
finishes that day’s work. 


Has To Be Stretched. 

Bright and early next morning the farmer’s daugh- 
ter goes to the city, and away goes the bill on its hur- 
ried flight. Late in the day a boy calls for mother’s 
spring bonnet and pays the price with a ten dollar 
note. It is then when the poor little dollar bill as 
sumes its role o-.ce more and goes into the tightly 
closed fist of the lad, who receives it as a reward of 
merit for his promptness. He joyously makes his 
way to the shop where games are displayed in the 
window, and the dollar bill pays for one. Miss Prim 
comes in and buys a soft rubber ball for brother, 
much to his disgust, and receives the one dollar bill, 
which she carefully foids and places in her purse. 

The Sunday collection for the poor gets the bill, 
and on Monday it is given to a needy woman, who 
wonders how on earth it will buy the many things 
her )rood needs.

The bill was a soiled rag of a bill, and when it 
reached one of the banks it was immediately laid 
aside to be sent to the Sub-Treasury for its wWash- 
ing. Congress appropriates a sum of money each 
year for the cleansing of paper money, and, there 
being a Sub-Treasury in Chicago, Boston, New York, 
San Francisco, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Baltimore, — 
Cincinnati and New Orleans, the amount used for 
this purpose is not a small one. But six months have 
elapsed since Mr. Dollar Bill left .its Ddirthplace im- 
maculate, and except for the serial number and dther 
marks of identification no one could recognize it as it 
is placed in its bath, scrubbed, starched and irdned. 
In good conditions once more, it is sent out to work 
for the remainder of its short life. Acce@pted by the 
sweet young girl, the particular matron, the fastidious 
man of affairs, day by day it passed through the circle 
of time into a dilapidated, tattered piece of paper, 
worth its guarantee in silver, but too unhealthful 
to be Kept in the public service. Back to its former 
home, the United Stares Treasury, goes the once 
beautiful bill, and it is carefully examined. |Ten 
months it has been away.

Be- = 

fore the Germans could make use of the straits it 

would be necessary to clear the intervening water of 

mines through counter mining, and the quickest way 

would be to have recourse to high explosive shells. 


This methbd of counter mining was arranged for by 
the American government in 1898, when the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius was held in readiness to blow out 
a channe! through the medium of high explosive shells 
had it been deemed necessary to force an entrance 
‘into Santiago or Havana. The inventor of the dyna- 
mite gun, Captain E. 8. Zalinski, was known to re- 
gard the guns of the Vesuvius as especially well 
adapted, because of the high explosive used in the 
dynamite gun shells, for blowing out mine fields. 

No modern high powered German guns using high 
explosive shells are able to do all and more than was 
ever claimed for the guns of the Vesuvius. 

The water between Calais and Dover is at no point 
of greater depth than thirty fathoms. For a width 
of about three miles in the centre of the straits the 
water depth ranges from twenty-six to thirty fathoms. 
On either side of this strip of water the depths grad- 
ually decrease toward either shore, shoaling up to 
about six fathoms on the French side and to seven 
fathoms on the English side. 

The currents in the Dover Strait, while strong 
with certain tides and winds, are not too great to 
permit of effective mine fields being established, and 
it can be put down as a certainty that once the Ger- 
mans have blown a free passageway across the chan- 
nel they will line both sides of this passage with pro- 
tecting mine lines. With a patrol of submarines doing 
picket duty inside these protecting barriers of mine 
defences it would be next to impossible for an oppos- 
ing fleet to break through the passageway. : 

This is the danger which confronts England to-da 
if by any chance the Germans in their new drive suc- 
ceed in hacking their way through to Calais. The 
danger is an imminent one when it is known that 
at this writing not fewer than ten German army corps 
are known to be en route to that point of the western 
lines immediately in front of Calais. 

The Germans’ advanced position is estimated to be 
ata point not more than fifteen miles east of Dunkirk. 
The German long range artillery fire has reached 
Dunkirk from a point estimated at nineteen and a 
half miles away. This artillery position is in the 
rear of the advanced German lines. 

From Dunkirk to Calais is 19.42 miles. From 
the western edge of Dunkirk to the centre of Grave- 
lines is 9.25 miles and from Gravelines to the eastern 
edge of Calais is 10.3 miles. This means, from a mil- 
itary viewpoint, that the German; are to-day distan® 
from Dover the sum of the distances measured from 
a point fifteen miles east of Dunkirk to that city, 
thence to Gravelines, thence to Calais, thence to 


Dover, or approximately fifty-six miles. To be exact, 
the distance is about one mile more, if one will allow 
for distances across portions of the towns.

Washington could only wait within 
the exposed town or within his 
trenches on Brooklyn heights, which 
commanded the town almost as Dor- 
chester and Charlestown heights com- 
manded Boston. 

For a month and more Sir William 
waited, his’trvops, most of them, still 
upon the ships, until he sh uld first 
attempt to fulfil his mission of peace 
and accommodation. 

‘His brother, Admiral Lord Howe, 
joined him there in July. They were 
authorized to offer unconditional par- 
don, even now, to ali who would sub- 
mit. 
The ‘ministers in England could not 
have chosen commissioners of peace 
more acceptable to the Americans or 
more likely to be heard than the 
Howes. “Not only were they men of 
honor, showing in all that they did 
the straightforward candor and the 
instinctive sense of duty that came 
with their breeding and their training 
in arms, but they were also brothers 
of that gallant young soldier who had 
come over aimost twenty years ago 
to fight the French with Abercrom- 
“bie, to be loved by every man who be- 
came his comrade, and to lose his life 
untimely fighting forward through 
the forests which lay about Ticen- 
dergora, a knightly and heroic figure. 

But they could offer no concessions 
—only pardon for utter submission, and, 
for all their honorable persistency,

exacting exchange. Their offers of 
pardon alternated with the movements 
of their troops and their steady suc- 
cesses in arms, 

Lord Howe issued*his first overture 
of peace, in the form of a public proc- 
lamation offering pardon, immediately 
upon his arrival with his fleet at Sandy 
Hook, and followed it up at once with 
messages to the congress at Philadel- 
phia, 

Sir William Howe put his troops 
ashore on the 22d of August, and made 
ready to dislodge Washington from the 
heights of Brooklyn; but on the 23d 
he, too, in his turn, made yet another 
offer of general pardon, by proclama- 
tion. 

On the 27th he drove the American 
forces on Long Island in on their de- 
fenses, and rendered the heights at 
once practically untenable. 

Washington had but eighteen thou- 
sand half-disciplined militiamen with 
which to hold thé town and all the 
long shores of the open bay and river, 
and had put ten thousand of them 
across the river to hold Long Island 
and the defenses of the heights. 

Sir William had put twenty thousand 
men ashore. for the attack on the 
heights; and when Washington knew 
that his advanced guard was driven 
in, and saw Sir William, mindful of 
Bunker Hill, bestow his troops, not for 
an assault, but for an investment of 
the heights, he perceived at once how 
easily he might be cut off and trapped 
there, armed ships lying at hand which 
might at any moment completely com- 
mand the river. 

Immediately, and as secretly as 
quickly, while a single night held, he 
withdrew every man and every gun, 
as suddenly and as successfully as he 
had seized the heights at Dorchester.

DARK DAYS 


FOR WASHINGTON. 


N the llth of September, before 
O the next movement of arms, Dr. 
Mr. 


I’ranklin, Mr. John Adams and 
Edward Rutledge met Lord Howe 
and Sir William, as commissioners from 
the congress, to discuss possible terms 
of accommodation. 

Dr. Franklin had been in London 
until March. During the past winter 
he had more than once met Lord Howe 
in earnest conference about American 
affairs, thé ministers wishing to find 
through him some way, if it were pos- 
sible, of quieting the colonies. 

But the ministers had not been will- 
ing then to make the concessions 
which might have ended the trouble, 
and their commissioners were not au- 
thorized to make them now’; and the 
conference with the representatives of 
the congress came to nothing, as the 
conferences in London had come to 
nothing. 

Washington could no more hold Man- 
hattan island with the forces at his 
command than he could hold Brooklyn 
heights. He had no choice in the end 
but to retire. 

General Howe was cautious, moved 
Slowly, and handled his forces with 
little energy or decision; Washington 
made stand and fought at every point 
at which there was the least promise 
of success. a 

His men and his commanders were 
shamefully demoralized ‘by their défeat 
on Long Island, but he held them to- 
gether with singular tact and author- 
ity; repulsed the enemy at Harlem 
heights (September 16), held his own 
before them at White Plains (October 
28)—and did not feel obliged to aban- 
don the island until late in November, 
after General, Greene had fatally blun- 
dered by suffering three thousand of 
the best trained men of the scant con- 
tinental force, with invaluable artillery, 
taken at Fort Washington (Novem- 
ber 16). 

When he did at last withdraw, and 
leave Howe in complete control of the 
great port and its approaches, the sit- 
uation was, indeed, alarming. 

lie had been unspeakably stung and 
disquieted, as he withdrew mile by mile 
up the island, to see how uncertain his 
men were in the tield—how sometimes 
they would fight and sometimes they 
would not at the hot crisis of a critical 
encounter: and now things seemed to 
have gone utterly to pieces. 

He might at any moment be quite cut 
off from ‘New England. 

While he still faced Howe on iMan- 
hattan island, General Carieton, mov- 
ing with a British force out of Canada, 
had driven Benedict Arnold up Cham- 
plain, despite stubborn and gallant re- 
Sistance (October 11 and 13) and on 


ithe 14th of October had occupied Crown 


Point. 

There he had stopped, and later news 
came that he had withdrawn. But ap- 
parently he could strike again almost 
when he pleased, and threaten all the 
long line of the Hudson, even to where 
Howe lay at New York itself. 

It was not mere defeat, however, that 
put the cast almost of despair upon 
affairs as Washington saw them that 
dismal autumn. 

Charles Lee, his chief subordinate in 
command, too much a soldier of for- 
tune to be a man of honor, obeyed or 
disregarded his orders at his own dis- 
cretion. 

When once it was- known that Gen« 
eral Washington had been obliged to 
abandon the Hudson, consternation and 
defection spread everywhere. 

On the 30th of November, when his 
defeat seemed complete, it might be 
final, the Howes joined in a fresh proc- 
lamation of pardon, inviting all, once 
again, to submit and be forgiven; and 
it looked for a little as if all who dared 
would take advantage of the offer and 
make their peace with the enemy—for 
now moved in a region 
where opinion had from the first been 
sharply divided.

The British stopped at 
ware; but their lines reached 
ton, within eighteen miles 
delphia, and from Trenton, 
they held in some _ force, extemded 
through Princeton to New Brunswick 
and their headquarters at New York.

Sick and ragged soldiers 
from Washinezton’s camp, living evi- 
dences of what straits he was in, and 
had to be succored and taken care of;

ly fled the place and betook itself to 
Baltimore. 

Washington’s military stores were 
in the town, but he could get no proper 
protection for them. 

It was that very moment, mnever- 
theless, that he showed all the world 
with what skill and audacity he could 
strike: 

By dint of every resolute and per- 
sistent effort he had before Christ- 
mas brought his little force to a fight- 
ing strength of some _ six thousand. 
More than half of these were men en- 
listed only until the new year should 
open, but he moved before that 

During the night .of Christmas day, 
1776, ferried by doughty fishermen 
from far Gloucester and Marblehead 
—the same hardy fellows who had 
handled his‘ boats the night he aban- 
doned the heights of Brooklyn—he got 
twenty-five hundred men across the 
river through pitchy darkess' and 
pounding ice; and in the early light 
and frost of the next morning he 
took Trenton, with its garrison of nine 
hundred Hessians, at the point of the 
bayomet 

There he waited—keeping his un- 
willing militiamen to their service past 
the opening of the year by dint of 
imperative ‘persuasion and a pledge 
of his own private fortune for their 
pay—until Cornwallis came down post- 
haste out of New York with eight 
thousand men. 

Moving only to change his position 
he dared to wait until his 
adversary was encamped, # nightfall 
on the 24 of January, 1777, within ear- 
shot of his trenches, then slipped 
northward in the night, easily beat 
the British detachment posted at 
Princeton, as the next day dawned and 
had its morning; and could have taken 
or destroyed Cornwallis’ stores at New 
Brunswick had his meen been ade- 
quately shod to outstrip the British 
following hard behind him. 

As it was, he satisfied himself with 
having completely flanked and thwart- 
ed his foe, and withdrew safe to the 
heights of Morristown.

Americans did not soon forget that 
sudden triumph of arms, or that the 
great Frederick of Prussia had saia 
that that had been the most brilliant 
campaign of the century. 

A soldier’s eye could see quickly and 
plainly enough how the whole aspect 
of the war had been changed ‘by those 
brief, sudden, unexpected strokes at 
Trenton and Princeton. 

Men near at hand, and looking for 
what a soldier would deem it no busi- 
ness of his to reckon with, saw that 
it had not only radically altered. the 
military situation, but also the very 
atmosphere of the times for all con- 
cerned. 

The fighting at Trenton and Prince- 
ton had been of no great consequence 
in itself, but it had in every way put 
the war beyond its experimental stage. 
It had taught the British commanders 
With what sort of spirit and genius 
they had to deal, and how certain it was 
that their task must be carried to a 
finish not only,by conquering marches 
and a mere occupation of the country, 
but by careful strategy and the long 
Plans of a set campaign.

at that.

But Washington’s genius and the li- 
cense of the British soldiery had turned 
the tide at last, when it séemed upon 
the very point of becoming overwhelm- 
ing. 

The occupation ,of the British, brief 
as it had ‘been, had brought upon New 
York and the Jersevs experiences like 
those of a country overrun by a foreign 
soldiery permitted almost every license 
of conquest. —~ 

When the ministers in England found 
themselves, in 1774, :face to face with 
the revolt in the colonies, 
count but 17,547 men all told in the 
king’s forces; and when it came to sud- 
den recruiting, they could obtain very 
few enlistments, They dared not risk 
conscription—English opinion had 
never tolerated that, except to meet 
invasion. 

They sent to America, therefore, to 
reinforce General Howe, not only Eng- 
lish soldiers as many as they could 
muster, but a great force of German 
troops as well, hired by the regiment, 
their trained officers included, from the 
Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel and other 
German princes, neighbors to the Ger- 
man dominions of the house of Han- 
over. 

It was close upon a thousand of 
these “Hessians” (for the colonists 
knew them all by that single name) 
that Washington had taken at Trenton, 
ibut not until they and their comrades 
had had time to make every country- 
side from New York to the Delaware 
dread and hate them. 3 

The British commanders had _ suffer- 
ed their men, whether English or for- 
eign, to plunder houses, insult and out- 
rage wamen, destroy flelds of. grain, 
and help themselves to what the tow'ns 
contained almost as they pleased; and 
had hardened the faces of ten of the 
angry colonists against them for every 
one who made submission and sought 
to put himself on their side, accord- 
ingly. 

Their marauding parties made little 
distinction between friend and foe, so 
they but got what they wanted. 

Washington could thank them for do- 
ing more to check defections from the 
patriotic party than he could possibly 
do for himself by carying out the or- 
ders of the congress to disarm all loy- 
alists and bring recusants to a sharp 
reckoning.

ND so the year 1777 dawned like a 
A first year of settled war and 
revolution. . 

For a little while, at the outset of the 
year, the congress made Washington 
practical dictator in every affair that 
concerned the prosecution of the war. 

It authorized long enlistments, more- 
over, instead of the makeshift enroll- 
ments for three months which had hith- 
erto kept Washington's army always 
a-making and to be made, dissolving 
and reforming momth by month. 

The congress had, it is true, neither 
the energy nor the authority it needed.

The military operations of that me- 
morable year were a striking illustra- 
tion of the magnitude of the task the 
British generals were set to accom- 
plish, and of their singular lack of the 
energy, decision and dispatch necessary 
te accomplish it. 

They seemed like men who dallied 
and dreamed and did not mean to suc- 
ceed. They planned like men of action, 
but then tarried and bungled at the 
execution of their plans. 

It was their purpose that year (1777) 
to strike from three several directions 
along the valley of the Hudson, and 
break once for all the connection be- 
tween the New England colonies and 
their confederates. 

General Burgoyne was to move, with 
§000 men, down Lake Champlain; Colo- 
ne] St. Leger, with a small but suffi- 
cient force, along a converging line 
down the valley of the Mohawk, from 
Oswego on Ontario; and General Howe 
was to meet them from the_ south, 
moving in strength up the Hudson. 
More than 33,000 would have effectu- 
ally swept the whole of that great 
central valley, north and south, when 
their plan was executed. 

But. it was not executed. 

The British commanders were to 
learn that, for their armies, the inte- 
rior of the country, was impracticable. 

Both St. Leger and Burgoyne were 
baffled in that vast wilderness. 

It was simple enough for Burgoyne 
to descend the lakes and take once 
again the forts which guarded them. 
Even Ticonderoga he took without a 
blow struck. A_ precipitous height, 
which the Americans had-supposed in- 
accessible’ by any sort of carriage, 
rose above the strong fortifications of 
the place beyond a narrow strip of 
water; the English dragged cannon to 
its summit; and General St. Clair 
promptly withdrew in the night, know- 
ing his position to be no longer ftena- 
ble.

And yet close upon the heels of his 
defeat and heavy loss at Bennington 
came news that St. Leger had already 
failed. 

Late in July, St. Leger had thrust his 
Way cautiously through the forests 
from Oswego to the upper waters of 
the (Mohawk; and there, on the 3d of 
August he had set himself down to 
take Fort Stanwix, with its little gar- 
rison of 600 men under Colonel Peter 
Gansevoort. 

There, if anywhere, in those northern 
forests by the Mohawk, might men who 
fought in the name of the king look to 
be bidden Godspeed and given efficient 
aid and counsel by the settlers of the 
countryside through which they moved.

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The Psychology of Misers 


By CHARLES W. BURR, M. D. 
(Professor of Mental Diseases, University 
of Pennsylwantia.) 

NE of the characteristics of misers 
() ine lack of the social sense, the 

self-centeredness, the absence of the 
need of companionship. It is true that not 
a few of them have been married, but in 
all instances the wife seems to have been 
taken simply because she was cheaper than 
a servant or because her money was de- 
sired. It is rather remarkable, therefore, 
that there is alleged to have existed in Lon- 
don at one time a misers’ club called the 
Split Farthing Club. 

Neither intellect nor education prevents 
the development of the miserly instinct. 
The tinker and the man of science alike fall 
victims. No veneering of acquired char- 
acteristics can prevent the real man show- 
ing through. J 

When we try to learn the true psychol- 
ogy of the miser we find there is but little 
data; authors are so interested in the melo- 
dramatic and the eccentric, in the queer 
and the squalidly picturesque events of the 
lives, that they pay attention to nothing 
else. 

Mental ability does not protect against 
miserliness, for there have been many men 
of mental power far above the average who 
have suddenly lost interest in intelicetual 
pursuits, without any other evidence of in- 
sanity, and have lived the lives of misers. 
So seanty is our data, therefore, that to 
draw conclusions about these people we 
must often, and sometimes doubtless er- 
roneously, draw inferences from trifling in- 
cidents because more serious and important 
things are not recorded. | 

In classifying the type it must be re- 
membered that a miser is not merely a man 
extremely stingy; miserliness is not mere 
avarice. Again, a man my deprive himself 
of everything except the barest necessities, 
even live in filth, and yet not be a miser, 


motive is purely altruistie, 
purely a desire to do good during life or 
after death. 

A genuine miser is a man who collects 
money for the mere enjoyment of its pos- 
session, not for what it buys either in pleas- 
ure or power, but just as a magpie collects 
things. Indeed, a fanciful psychologist 
might explain miserliness on the grounds 
of atavism and say that it was_a reversion 
to ancestral type, a throw-back to our al- 
leged bird ancestors, just as some weakly 
imaginative criminologists explain crime as 
a reversion to the primitive man. The one 
is no more unjust to the magpie than the 
other is to the savage. 

Several things strike one in stfidying 
these people, the great age to 
which many of them live. Indeed, if any 
one wantedkan argument to prove that we 
of today have become too dainty and nice 
and ladylike in claiming that clean food 
and plenty of it, clean houses with much 
light and ventilation, frequent bathinz, in 
short, all the things the worshipers of the 
god hygiene demand, are necessary for the 
maintenance of health and even of life, and 
that rather rougher life would strengthen 
the race, he has at hand a plausible argu- 
ment in the longevity of misers. 

Of course the real explanation is that 
only the sturdy can be misers and survive. 
Their longevity -does prove, However, that, 
given a man of strong constitution, he can 
survive under the hardest conditions of lifa 
It does prove that congenital ability to re 
sist stress has more to do with long life, not 
with the mere saving for a few years of 
useless lives, than any external circum- 
stance. Surely few men leading the most 
hygienic and sheltered lives, and the terms 
have unfortunately become in the minds of 
many people synonymous, live as long as 
many misers who expose themselves to se 
many of the evils that we are taught ab 
ways kill.

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Why Camel Lives 
Without Water

the great European war will come 
to an end only when the warring na- 
tions are confronted with grim starvation. 

Belgium has faced starvation during the 
last three or four months, and the same 
question has confronted Germany at times 
during the past months. It was only a few 
weeks ago that the German government 
published a bulletin recommending that the 
people should not peel their potatoes but 
should save the skins.by boiling or baking 
the tubers whole. 

Throughout the spring German chem- 
ists experimented on the forcing of vegeta- 
tion by artificial means. 
by artificial heat has resulted in better 
crops of vegetables in shorter time than 
usual. 

Up to the present time the other nations 
have not felt the pinch of hunger. If they 

do they will use every bit of invention they 
: have to keep the wolf from the door... As 
a well-known authority; Professor Rene 
Bache, puts it, “It will arrive and with it 
will come not only economy in matters of 
diet but also the utilization of many things 
which under ordinary circumstances are 
not regarded as available for food.” 

When pzople begin to starve they first 
look for cheaper substitutes—foods to take 
the place of foods they like. Thus barley 
may be used in place of wheat for the 
making of bread, or dried beans may be

ground into flour. Beans are more nutri- 
tious than any kind of grain, but they are 
not used for bread in time of plenty. They 
furnish, however, an admirable “famine 
food.” 

When the pinch of hunger is more 
keenly felt such animals as cats, rats and 
mice are eagerly sought. They were .used 
for dietary purposes during the siege of 
Paris in 1870.

If it re- 
mains clear after an exposure of eight or 
ten days it is safe to use, but if it becomes 
turbid it is certainly impure and unsafe 
to drink.

“But the great thing is that he is too 
sociable to wish to laugh all by himself, 
but runs back that he may laugh the mat- 
ter over with me. If he does not laugh 
with a loud guffaw which disturbs those 
who do not happen to be interested it is 


simply because he was not given intelli- 
gence enough for that. 

“They say that a dog is like his master. 
This is largely true, because the dog has no 
misconception about his master’s habitual 
attitude of mind. If a man is austere and 
reserved, so is his dog. Ifa man is friendly 
and enthusiastic, so is his dog. A man’s 
dog may know better than his wife whether 
he is lovable or not, because the dog as a 
lower animal cannot use his higher intelli- 
gence for getting into a snarl of miscon- 
ception.

Ominous necessity ever arrive. 

There are many in America who 
laugh at the suggestion of Uncle Sam 
becoming embroiled in the war which 
is now throbbing the temples of 
Europe. They say that with our 
schoolmaster-philosopher at the head 
of the republic we will certainly steer 
clear of war and remain on the happy 
side of peace. Nevertheless, tremend- 
ous work is going on right now in the 
development of our military forces and

before in the history of the country. 

A survey of the army training work 
being done would seem to indicate 
that, in military circles at least, the 
belief ia strong that our forces will be 
needed before many years have elapsed 
and that this apprehension is felt by 
the war department at Washington in 
the extensive work being done and 
planned for the near future. 

To Nationalize Artillery. 


It its believed, and has been 50 ex- 
pressed by a number of military offi- 
cials, that the government will con- 
summate a plan .in the next few 
months for the nationalizing of the 
field artillery forces at present at- 
tached to the militia of the various 
states. This would result in the At- 
lanta artillery, Battery B, and similar 
militia organizations of Georgia and 
other states becoming a part of the 
regular United States reserve, its tratn- 
ing being intensified, its equipment 
increased and all its members being 
placed on one-quarter pay even in 
times of peace when they are holding 
other jobs, as at present. 

The following figures, recently com- 

iled by.the army headquarters in 

Vashington, show the appalling defici- 
ency of the field artillery of the United 
States, as compared with the artillery 
owned by other countries: 

Russia, 4,400 guns. 

Germany, 38,700 guns. 

France, 2,900 guns. 

Austria, 2,100 guns. 

England, 1,900 guns. 

Japan, 954 guns. 

Mexico, 176 guns. 

United States, 144 guns, 

These figures are said to have so 
astounded military officials when com- 
piled that plans were put on foot im- 
mediately for the development of the 
field artillery, both regular and national 
guard, and it is now declared to be 
practically certain that the national- 
izing of the state militia artillery will 
be consummated. 

England’s Lesson a Warning. 


The nationalizing of this branch of 
the militia would result in increasing 
the active artillery force by 200 guns. 
However, a vivid warning has been 
seen by military officials in the lesson 
learned by England through the inef- 
ficiency of her reserve artillery in the 
first six months of the war. England 
had a very large reserve artillery 
force which was drafted, in addition 
to the “regulars,” into service as soon 
as the war broke out. But through all 
the engagement of the first six 
months England's reserve artillery is 
reported to have killed more of her 
own men than the enemy’s. 

This was caused through the fact 
that England's reserve artillery, corre- 
sponding to our national guard artil- 
lery. had not had sufficient drills and 
firing practice to enable them to move 
and fire efficiently. Since the artil- 
lery was usually placed back of the in- 
fantry, being forced to fire over the 
infantry’s heads to reach the enemy, 
the poor firing done by the reserves 
resulted in England's forces often be- 
ing scattered by Dombardment from her 
own artillery. 

This is the very thing which the 


United States government is now set- 
ting out to remedy in our army, and 
it is to train the state militia artillery 
for effective service that the military 
camps are being maintained at Annis- 
ton and other points east and west and 
s0 much being expended in ammunition 
for firing practices. 
Three Fire $4,600 Worth. 

Recently at the encampment of the 
Atlanta battery at Anniston, three of- 
ficers of the Atlanta organization— 
Captain A. J. McBride, Jr., and Lieuten- 
ants R. G. ‘(Mangum and F: B. Tidwell— 
fired ammunition which cost the United 
States government $2,300, and which 
would be worth today, under the pre- 
vailing war prices of Europe, $4,600. 
Lieutenants L. F. Wilson and Stephen 
B. Tighe were in command at the 
guns, while the other officers conducted 
the fire from the observation stats.-n 
several hundred yards away. 

In the training given tho officers and 
the experience given the men in fir- 
ing work, the government waa amply 
repaid for the expenses incurred.

Captain William M. Michel, of the 
Third United States field artillery, in 
command of the Anniston camp, and 
Lieutenant B. M. Bailey, United states 
artillery instructor-inspector, both de- 
clared that the Atlanta battery made 
splendid progress in its ten days’ work, 
and that the amount expended by the 
government was well worth while, in 
the training given the battery.
